Note.—Rule 5 of the Rules of Procedure, dated 16th 
August, 1921, of the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal between the 
British Empire and Bulgaria, constituted under Article 188 
of the Treaty of Neuilly-sur-Seine, is as follows :— 

TIME FOR CLAIMS. 

5.—Claims may be delivered to the Tribunal on and after 
the sixteenth day of September, 1921. 

The Tribunal may refuse to entertain any claim which is 
not delivered before the end of the year 1922, unless— 

(a) it is delivered under Article 177 of the Treaty 
within nine calendar months from the date when the 
person interested first knew of the damage or injury to 
property rights or interests in respect of which the Claim 
is made or from the date on which he first knew that 
restitution under paragraph (f) of that Article had been, 
or would not be made; 
or (b) the Claim is delivered under Article 189 of the 
Treaty within 9 calendar months from the date on which 
the party interested first obtained knowledge of the 
decision in question ; 
or (c) the Tribunal having regard to the particular 
circumstances of the case is of opinion that it ought to 
entertain the Claim.

GERMAN IMPORTS INTO NEW SOUTH 
WALES. 

According to a Customs Statement, forwarded by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney, the value of 
imports of German origin into New South Wales 
during the month of July was £24,958, as compared 
with £38,862 in June and £23,246 in May. 

The principal articles imported, according to their 
value, included musical instruments £3,289, ferti- 
lisers £2,394, toys £1,711, upright pianos £1,619, 
trimmings and ornaments £1,508, metal-working 
machinery £1,384, chassis parts £1,000, clocks 
£987, cutlery, spoons, forks and knife sharpeners 
£592, synthetic dyes £571 and chassis for motor- 
cars £533. 





NEW ZEALAND HYDRO-ELECTRIC 
SCHEME. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington states 
that a Report has been submitted to the Christ- 
church City Council in connection with a proposal 
to carry out a scheme of hydro-electric development 
on the Waimakariri River at Otarama Gorge. The 
scheme provides for the supply of electrical energy 
in Canterbury to take the place of the power at 
present obtained from Lake Coleridge; the esti- 

mated cost approaches £1,000,000. 

The proposals have to be submitted to the Public 
Works Department for concurrence before the 
scheme can be put into operation, and, in conse- 
quence, the Christchurch City Council have drawn 
up a Bill styled ‘‘ The Waimakariri Empowering 
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Bill,’* which was considered at a _ recent special 


meeting of the Council, when a resolution was 
passed urging the Government to expedite the 


passage of the Bill through Parliament. 





NEW LEGISLATION IN TANGANYIKA.

CHEMNITZ TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 

The British Vice-Consul at Chemnitz states: that 
during September the textile trade of his district 
grew steadily worse, so that, with very few excep- 
tions, the factories were working short time, 

The general complaint of the manufacturer is that 
the prices he is compelled to ask, if he is to make 
any profit, are above world-market prices, and he 
therefore cannot get orders. The cost of living is 
still advancing and higher wages are continually 
being demanded. 

The number of unemployed workers increased very 
considerably during September and will continue to 
do so during the present month, as there are no 
signs of any improvement in trade in the near 
future. 





LEI DEPOSITS IN ROUMANTA. 

With reference to the notice in the *‘ Journal ”’ 
of 12th July (page 36), the Commercial Secretary at 
Bucharest has forwarded a translation of a letter 
received from the Central Office for the Control of 
Foreign Exchanges concerning the procedure by 
which foreigners having deposits of lei in 
Roumanian banks may now obtain free disposal of 
such deposits without the production of documents. 

The translation, in part, is ag under :— 

This office (Central Office for the Control of 
Foreign Exchanges) has given instructions to the 
Roumanian banks in order that all deposits 
belonging to foreign merchants, industrialists 
and manufacturers are henceforth considered 
free and entirely placed at the disposition of the 
owners (titulaires). 

Foreign merchants, industrialists or manu- 
facturers who have their possesions in lei at a 
foreign bank (this same foreign bank having in 
its turn an open account with a Roumanian bank) 
may demand the freeing of the lei by a simple 
letter (we no longer request the copies of the docu- 
ments mentioned in our former letter) in which 
the value of the deposit, the manner in which it 
has been acquired, the Roumanian bank where the 
deposit is placed, and the name of the foreign 
bank in whose name it is placed, must be 
mentioned. 


EXTENSION OF GREEK MORATORIUM. 


A telegram has been received from the Commer- 
cial Secretary at Athens stating that the Greek 
Moratorium Law has been further extended to 31st 
December, 1923, and Articles 1 and 6 of the Law to

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STATIONS IN RUSSIA. 


A translation of a Decree of the Council of 
Peoples’ Commissaries of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, dated 4th July, and published 
in the ‘‘ Izvestra ’’ of 12th September, regarding 
the installation of wireless stations by State, Trade 
Union and Communist Party organisations In 
Russia, has been received by the Department of 
Overseas Trade from the British Commercial 
Mission, Moscow. 

The Decree lays down the fundamental rules to 
be observed in connection with the construction and 
exploitation of wireless stations for special purposes 
which are stated to be industrial and commercial 
wireless stations, wireless stations for educational 
amd scientific purposes and amateur’ wireless 
stations.

FORMOSAN SUGAR CROP. 


H.M. Consul at Tamsui has forwarded details of 
the first official estimate of the sugar production in 
Formosa for the season 1923-24, which allow for 
6,031,951 piculs centrifugals and 153,578 piculs of 
brown sugar. ‘The total estimate of 6,185,529 
piculs would be equivalent to 365,255 tons. The 
area under cane is returned at 287,122 acres. 

These figures, both for crop and area under cane, 
are below those put forward in the preliminary 
estimate. In the event of the present estimate 
being realised, the 1922-23 season’s output will be 
exceeded by 230,751 piculs centrifugals and 47,519 
piculs browns, or 278,250 piculs in all, and the 
forthcoming season will be second only in the results 
attained in the ‘‘ record ’’ year 1907, when the total 
production amounted to 7,634,903 piculs (450,841 


tons). 





PROPAGANDA FOR SIAMESE TRADE. 


The Siamese Minister of Commerce recently laid 
before the Board of Commercial Development an 
expression of opinion regarding the establishment 
of a Department of Propaganda for the purpose of 
making the products and commerce of Siam better 
known in foreign countries, a project which, he con- 
sidered, should come within the scope of the Board’s 
activities. 

The Board expressed their agreement with this 
opinion, and requested the Minister of Commerce to 
take the necessary steps to further the execution of 
this idea.

EMPIRE COTTON GROWING 
CORPORATION. 


SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 

The Second General Meeting of the Empire 
Cotton Growing Corporation was held yesterday, 
10th October, at which a Report was submitted on 
the work done since 8th February last. We give 
below extracts from the more important sections. 
It has been decided to begin each financial year on 
Ist April, so that the aceounts submitted to the 
meeting were for the period Ist January, 1922, to 
sist March, 1923. They showed a net revenue, 
chiefly from interest and dividends on the capital 
erant, of £36,012 and a surplus of revenue ove1 
expenditure of £18,555. During the period covered 
by the audit only such projects could be undertaken 
as required immediate action, but during the past 
few months the Corporation felt that the passage 
was assured of the legislation necessary to secure 
their existence for a period of years, and further 
proposals were provisionally adopted which involve 
considerable and recurring expenditure in the 
various Dominions and Dependencies. ‘The rate of 
expenditure has latterly increased, therefore, and it 
is already becoming clear that to provide from 
within the Empire an adequate and rapid increase 
in the supply of raw cotton will strain the 
Corporation’s available resources. 








Tue Levy. 

After various vicissitudes the Cotton Industry 
Act received the Royal Assent on 18th July, from 
and including which date a levy of 6d. per 500 Ib. 
gross is payable by Law on all raw cotton purchased 
by spinners in Great Britain during the next five 
years. As a basis on which to estimate approxi- 
mately the income of the Corporation it may be 
stated that the sum which would have been realised 
from this source during the cotton season just ended, 
namely, Ist August, 1922, to 3lst July, 1923, had 
the levy been in force, would have totalled about 
£66,800. To this must be added the annual income 
accruing from the Government Grant, the gross 
vield from which is estimated next year to be about 
£52,000, while in addition urgent representations 
will be made to the proper authorities to secure 
exemption from tax for the Corporation’s income 
from both sources. As members are aware, the 
Liverpool and Manchester Cotton Associations 
kindly undertook the collection of a voluntary levy 
which was commenced on Ist September, 1921. 
The amount received during the period covered by 
the Balance Sheet was £64,582, whilst the total 
collected from the commencement until the end of 
June last amounted, with interest, to £87,279. The 
sum paid voluntarily during the first 17 days of 
July until the Act was passed has still to be deter- 
mined, ‘The greater part of the sums received has 
been invested in Treasury Bonds, of which £55,000 
worth were purchased. The balance remains on 
deposit pending the settlement of the position 
regarding the voluntary contributions, the Finance 
Sub-Committee having recommended to the 
Executive that it would be wiser not to invest the 
money at present in view of the uncertainty of the 
financial situation. <A cireular letter was sent out 
to all spinners on L7th August, drawing their atten- 
tion to the fact that the levy had now become 
pavable by Law, and asking them whether they pre- 
ferred to pay their contributions through their 
brokers or direct to the Corporation. In addition, 
the Corporation felt that it was only fair that those 
firms who had paid the levy voluntarily shovld he 
placed on the same basis as those who would only 
pay from the date of the passage of the Cotton 
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Industry Act. Such firms were therefore notified 
that their voluntary contributions would be repaid, 
if desired, but the hope was expressed that firms 
would allow them to be retained as donations to the 
Corporation. Up to the time of preparing the 
Report firms controlling 8,947,922 spindles have 
submitted claims for repayment amounting to 
£18,203; the owners of 1,362,562 spindles have 
either stated that they did not pay the voluntary 
levy, or have made no mention of repayment in their 
reply to the circular letter, and may thus be con- 
sidered as not desiring to claim or as not having 
paid; while firms controlling 2,150,668 spindles 
have stated that it is not their intention to claim 
repayment of the sums paid voluntarily. Attached 
as an appendix to the Report is a rough estimate of 
expenditure either allocated or likely to be 
incurred during the current financial year, which 
was submitted to and adopted by the Board of 
Trustees in June last. At that time it was impos- 
sible to submit any accurate forecast of the financial 
requirements of the Corporation during the current 
year, seeing that their proposals could not be for- 
mulated until their income was known and assured, 
os it must therefore be regarded as provisional 
only. 


ACTIVITIES OVERSEAS. 


The following extracts from the Report show the 
action taken or decided upon in the several cotton- 
growing countries of the Empire in which the 
activities of the Corporation have been exercised 
since the last General Meeting. 


INDIA. 


The Indian Central Cotton Committee has now been 
placed on a sound financial footing by the passage into Law 
on 16th March, 1923, of the Act to provide funds for the 
work of the Committee, by imposing a cess of 4 annas a 
bale on all raw cotton used by Indian mills, or exported. 
The Corporation is represented on the Committee by Mr. W. 
Roberts, who was kind enough to accept nomination for one 
year. A letter was addressed by the Corporation to the 
Committee asking in what ways the Corporation could 
assist in the work upon which they are engaged. In reply 
the following three directions in which help might be given 
have been indicated by the Committee ;:. | 


(a) By the provision of reliable information as_ to 
cotton legislation in force or under consideration in 
various countries, particularly those within the British 
Empire and in Egypt: 

(>) By stimulating the sale of Indian cottons in Great 
Britain ; 

(¢) By asking the Liverpool Cotton Association to con- 
sider the possibility of providing a Futures Contract 
against which East Indian cottons would be tenderable. 


Steps are being taken to help the Indian Committee in 
the directions suggested. Copies of legislation relating to 
cotton growing, marketing, and ginning are being collected 
in order that they may be sent to the Committee. Arrange- 
ments have been made whereby 10 bales of the most suitable 
Indian growths will be consigned by the Committee to the 
British Cotton Growing Association, who kindly 
undertaken to bring the cotton to the notice ot Lancashire 
brokers and spinners. With regard to the provision of a 
Futures Contract for Indian cottons. the Liverpool Cotton 
Association had already appointed a special Committee to 
consider the question comprehensively before the request 
trom the Indian Centra! Cotton Committee was received. 
This Committee has not vet reported. 

In pursuance of the policy of appointing Sub-Committees 
to submit recemmendations to the Executive Committee in 
respect to matters affecting cotton production in the several 
parts of the Empire, the Executive Committee have 
appointed an Indian Sub-Committee, upon which they 
have heen fortunate in securing the services of several 
gentlemen prominently interested in cotton production in 
that country. The Committee will advise the Government 
of India and local Governments on questions of cotton 
policy, whilst they will suggest to the Government and the 
trade suitable measures to meet any changes which may 
occur to the cotton-growing tracts. It is also honed to deal 
with the question of the trade classification of the different 
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growths, to assist in obtaining authoritative valuations of, 
and markets for, new varieties, and to act as a bureau tor 
the dissemination of information. Much valuable work has 
already been performed by the Committee on these lines, 
and the passing of the Cotton Transport Act should help 
towards maintaining the quality of the better growths of 
cotton. The proposals for action in the immediate future 
include Technological Research and the provision of grants 
for Agricultural Research to several of the Provingeial 
Departments of Agriculture. In addition, the Committee 
propose to contribute largely towards the establishment of 
a Central Research Institute of Plant Industry at Indore, 


AUSTRALIA. 


Although the possibilities of extensive cotton production 
in the Commonwealth would appear to be considerable, the 
prospects of any rapid development are limited by the 
present lack of labour to assist in the preliminary prepara- 
tion of the ground and the harvesting of the crop. It 
seems likely therefore that for the immediate future the 
area placed under cotton must be confined to that which 
the colonist and his family can cultivate and pick without 
hired labour. A Cotton Specialist in the person of Colonel 
G. Evans, C.1.E., lately Director of Agriculture, Bengal, 
has been sent to Queensland by the Corporation. Colonel 
Evans works under the immediate control of the Ministry 
for Agriculture, but his salary is paid by the Corporation, 
and he has the right of reporting to the Corporation 
through his Muinister. Reports so far received are 
encouraging as to the possibility of cotton growing in 
Queensland, at all events in small plots which can be cul- 
tivated and harvested by a farmer and his family without 
assistance. By arrangement between the Governments of 
Queensland and Western Australia, Colonel Evans visited 
the latter State on his journey to Brisbane. During the 
short time he had at his disposal his attention was chiefly 
concentrated upon the possibilities of the North-West and 
Kimberley Divisions. His report on these areas has been 
sent out to members of Council, and should prove of con- 
siderable value to the Government and colonists of Western 
Australia, in view of his recommendation that cotton should 
be grown experimentally in that State before its cultivation 
is undertaken extensively. It is hoped therefore that 
the experimental tests which have been recommended will 
be carried out before settlers are encouraged to take up a 
crop to which they are strangers. The Government were 
advised to appoint, if possible, a special Tropical Agricul- 
turist to undertake these experiments, and Colonel Evans, 
in company with the Commissioner for’ the North-West,

SoutH AFRICA, 


In order to gain an insight into the possibilities for cotton 
gvrowing in the Union of South Africa, the Executive Com- 
mittee decided to send out Mr. G. F. Keatinge, C.I.E., late 
Director of Agriculture, Bombay, to report on the conditions 
there. His Report has recently been published and sent 
out to members of the Corporation. This Report—of 
which a summary appeared in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’ of 13th September—has formed the basis of 
considerable thought and discussion by the Executive and. 
Sonth Africa Committees, and it is hoped that means will 
be found to carry into effect the majority of Mr. Keatinge’s 
recommendations. As a first step the Corporation have 
offered to the Union Government to appoint a small expert 
staff to work under the Department of Agriculture, but 
with the right to report to the Corporation through the 
Minister. This offer has been accepted, and General Smuts 
has been good enough to consent to discuss with the Cor- 
poration the means whereby cotton production in South 
Africa may be increased, while he is in London this 
autumn. With a to consolidating the position in 
Natal. in the first instance, it was decided that Major H. F. 
Hall. D.S.O., a member of the South Africa Sub-Committee 
of the Corporation, who has had extensive experience of 
business and transport problems in the Sudan and Kastern 
and Southern Africa. should be sent out to the Union on a 
temporary mission. Majer Hall sailed on 28th September, 
The Corporation learnt with great satisfaction that the 
extension of the railway from Somkele northwards through 
Zululand is contemplated in the near future.

BeitisnH West INDIES. 


(a) Research in St. Vineent.—The research on the 
genetics of Sea Island cotton inaugurated by Dr. 5S. C. 
Harland has been carried on since his return to England in 
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1920. The research worker sent out by the Corporation to 
take over the work from Dr. Harland was unhappily com- 
pelled to resign his post through ill-health after a few 
months’ work, but the continuity of the research was not 
interrupted, as Sir Francis Watts, the Imperial] Com- 
missioner for Agriculture, very kindly seconded Mr. T. G. 
Mason, the botanist on his staff, for this work until another 
man could be found. Mr. L. H. Burd, B.A. (Cantab), has 
since been appointed as research worker, and he arrived 
in St. Vincent in November of last year. Accounts of some 
results obtained by him will appear in the Corporation’s 
Journal. The Corporation make a grant of £200 per 
annum for incidental expenses in connection with this 
research work. 

(b) The Agricultural College, Trinidad.—The College was 
opened in October of last year for the purpose of giving a 
thorough training in tropical agriculture to students 
intending to become tropical planters, investigators, or 
experts in different branches of agricultural science or 
technology. Accommodation is also provided for graduates 
of other institutions to conduct research work in connection 
with tropical agricultural problems. The Corporation are 
of opinion that the College will provide an opportunity 
whereby officers selected for service in cotton-growing 
countries may receive that training in general tropical 
agriculture which is so essential to them before taking up 
their duties. It is recognised that cotton growing is one 
of a series of farming operations, and can only be success- 
fully conducted if those responsible have received a sound 
training in the general principles of agriculture and agri- 
cultural rotations as conducted in the tropics, in addition to 
special instruction relating to cotton itself. At the West 
Indian Agricultural College facilities will be available for 
providing such training, and special attention is also to be 
given to instruction on the administrative side of official 
agricultural work. On these grounds the Corporation have 
agreed to contribute £500 a year for two vears to the funds 


of the College. The Director of the Corporation 
has been co-opted as the Corporation’s  representa- 


tive upon the Governing Body of the College, and 
men/ sent out by the Corporation for special training, or to 
do advanced post-graduate work, will be received in 
limited numbers without payment of fees. The Corpora- 
tion availed themselves of the facilities offered by the 
College for the training of students by sending one of last 
year’s post-graduate students for special training under 
the Professor of Entomology, and four of the holders of 
this vear’s Studentships are to carry out their work there 
during the current academical year. 


UGANDA. 


It was hoped that the cotton crop harvested during the 
ourrent year would total approximately 100,000 bales of 
lint, but unfavourable climatic conditions have reduced the 
actual output considerably ; nevertheless, reports have been 
received to the effect that at least 89,000 bales will be 
exported. This is the largest crop so far harvested in the 
Protectorate. Early in the year it was feared that the 
rail and steamer transport would not be adequate to carry 
the expected exports of lint and cotton seed without con- 
siderable delay. The Corporation therefore consulted 
the Colonial Office on this question, and were assured that 
al] the preparations which it was possible to make would 
be set on foot immediately in order to cope with the anti- 
cipated traffic. The question of the Cotton Export Tax 
was also considered by the East Africa Sub-Committee, and 
whilst it was realised that the question of the removal of 
this tax was one which could not be considered apart from 
the general financial policy of the Protectorate, the 
Colonial Office were informed that it was the hope of the 
Corporation that it might be found possible in the near 
future to devote at least some portion of the revenue 
collected thereby to services intimately connected with 
the cotton-growing industry. The Uganda Government 
have asked if the Corporation would present a number of 
ox-drawn ploughs to the Agricultural Department. 
Members of the Corporation will be aware that the natives 
of parts of Uganda have adopted the use of ox-ploughs, 
thus increasing materially the efficiency of native labour. 
The cost of these ploughs is, however, beyond the reach of 
the mass of native cultivators, and the Director of Agricul- 
ture reported that he wished to be in a position to lend 
ploughs to the natives in backward areas. He considered 
that with some 200 or 300 ploughs available a considerable 
impetus would be given to the cultivation of cotton and 
food crops, as there is now an efficient native ploughing 
staff under the supervision of European instructors. On

the advice of the East Africa Sub-Committee it was decided 
that such a number of ploughs and spares should be pre- 
sented to the Uganda Government as did not exceed in 
cost, including the transport, a total of £500. Ninety 
ploughs with adequate spare parts have been accordingly 
presented by the Corporation to the Uganda Government. 
During the period under review the Director of the Cor- 
poration had the opportunity of discussing the needs of the 
Agricultural Department of the Protectorate with both 
the Director and the Deputy-Director of Agriculture. 


SUDAN. 


Owing to various difficulties, for the greater part finan- 
cial, the construction of the Blue Nile Irrigation Works 
was practically suspended early in 1922. Happily these 
difficulties were gradually overcome, and in June of last 
year the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs was able 
to assure a deputation representative of all sections of the 
cotton industry, that the project would be completed. A 
further important step towards the development of the 
Sudan has been taken in the completion of the financial 
arrangements for the construction of a railway to tap the 
Kassala District. This railway will run through Kassala 
to Thamian on the existing line to Port Sudan, thus afford- 
ing an outlet to the sea at this port. Cotton of excellent 
quality has been grown for some years in the delta of the 
River Gash which flows through the centre of the Kassala 
area, but lack of transport facilities has prevented the pro- 
duction of any large quantity. The Treasury, on the 
recommendation of the Trade Facilities Committee, have 
now guaranteed the Kassala Railway Company to _ the 
extent of £1,500,000. Cotton dev elopment will be in the 
hands of the Kassala Cotton Company, which, working in 
partnership with the Sudan Government and the native 
cultivator, will ensure that produce is ready for trans- 
portation as soon as the railway is open to traffic. The 
Corporation played a considerable part in the negotiations 
which led up to these developments, and hold a financial 
interest in the Cotton Company to the extent of £100,000 
6 per cent. Debentures and £5,000 worth of Ordinary 
Shares. There is every reason to expect a considerable 
increase in cotton production from this area within a few 
years of the completion of the railway. Sir Frederick 
Lugard has been nominated by the Corporation as their 
representative on the Board of Directors of the Company. 

In still another direction the Corporation have been able 
to be of service to the Sudan. With the approach of the 
completion of the Blue Nile dam and the Gezira Irrigation 
Works, together with the impending opening up of the 
Kassala district, the Sudan has reached the beginning of a 
new stage of its economic development. The Sudan Govern- 
ment have accordingly decided to appoint a Commission to 
advise them on the programme of agricultural research 
which should be followed. On the suggestion of the Cor- 
poration Sir John Russell, F.R.S., the Director of the 
Rothamsted Experimental Station, and Dr. Martin Leake, 
Director of Agriculture of the Central Provinces of India, 
have been invited, and have consented, to carry out this 
work. It is confidently expected that Sir John Russell's 
expert knowledge of the science of the soil, together with 
Dr. Leake’s specialised experience of cotton cultivation and 
the conditions necessary for its development, will result in 
a Report that should prove of the greatest value to the 
Sudan Government, The Commission will commence their 
investigations early in November. 


TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 


Wood, the Corporation’s Cotton Specialist in 
the Territory, has been able to carry out valuable work 
during his 14 months’ residence there. His energies have 
chiefly been directed towards the breeding of a number of 
pure strains of cotton suitable for distribution in the chief 
cotton areas. His time has been divided between 
Mpanganya, the chief cotton experimental station 
established during the German occupation of the country, 
and Morogoro, a township on the Central Railway some 
130 miles from Dar-es-Salaam, Mpanganya being near the 
mouth of the Rufiji River is practically at sea-level, whilst 
Morogoro is situated at an altitude of about 1 500 feet 
above the sea. By carrying out experiments at both these 
stations it is hoped to secure supplies of seed of good quality 
cotton which will be suitable on the one hand for the low- 
lying districts near the sea coast, and on the other hand 
for the up-country districts which have an altitude similar 
to that at Morogoro. Lack of adequate means of communi- 
cation between Dar-es-Salaam and Mpanganya has caused 
Mr. Wood to decide on making Morogoro his headquarters, 
and a three-roomed house has been purchased there on 
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behalf of the Corporation. During the present cotton 
season, which is now drawing to a close, Mr. Wood has left 
Mr. Nattrass, his Assistant, a former holder of one of the 
Corporation’s Studentships, in charge at Mpanganya when 
absent himself at Morogore. At the request ot Mr. Wood 
a second Assistant was appointed by the Corporation, and 
sent out to the Territory in July. The Director of Agri- 
culture has established cotton markets which are open tor 
stated periods on specified dates throughout the areas in 
which the natives have taken up cotton cultivation. The Cor- 
poration’s cfficers were able last year to be of considerable 
assistance in attending the cotton markets in the Rufiji 
area. Mr. Wood drew attention in his first quarterly 
Report to the necessity for the provision of sheds in which 
the cotton, after having been purchased trom the native 
cultivators, could be stored whilst it was being sorted and 
prepared for transportation to the ginnery. It is satis- 
factory to learn that the Government have set aside a sum 
of money this season for the erection of temporary build- 
ings for this purpose. Another direction in which the 
Cotton Specialist was able to be of assistance to the Director 
of Agriculture was by compiling a note for circulation 
amongst the Agricultural Officers of the Territory outlining 
shortly the methods to be employed in cotton selection in 
their districts. A small quantity of literature and equip- 
ment was sent out by the Corporation for distribution 
amongst these Officers. Members of the Corporation will be 
aware that the Germans established an important research 
station at Amani, near the railway which runs from Tanga 
to Moshi, in the hope that this station would serve the 
German African Colonies in the way in which the Institute 
at Pusa serves India. The Colonial Office and the Local 
Government have had the future of this Institute at Amani 
under consideration, and in order to ascertain whether 
research work on cotton could satisfactorily be carried out 
there Mr. Wood was instructed to visit this Station and 
report upon it. After careful consideration it has been 
decided that the Corporation should not at present make a 
grant for the re-establishment of the Amani Institute. The 
Director of Agriculture sent in proposals for a substantial 
increase in the Agricultural Department with the aid of a 
grant from the Corporation. These proposals were also 
endorsed by the Corporation’s Cotton Specialist. They 
involved an increase in the estimates for the Department 
for the financial year 1923-24 by £13,000 over the amount 
sanctioned for 1922, and the Director of Agriculture sug- 
gested that the Corporation should contribute’ £8,000, 
which was approximately one-fourth of the total estimated 
expenditure of the Department for the year. These pro- 
posals were very carefully considered by the East Africa 
Sub-Committee, and the Executive Committee were recom- 
mended to offer to make a grant during the current year 
not exceeding £5,000 for the purpose of enabling the 
Agricultural Department of the Territory to be expanded 
on the lines suggested by the Director of Agriculture. 
This recommendation was adopted by the Executive Com- 
mittee, and the Government of Tanganyika Territory have 
been asked to submit a revised scheme based on such a 
grant from the Corporation. The answer from the Local 
Government is not yet to hand. 


NYASALAND. 


It was reported last year that Mr. H. C. Sampson, 
C.1.E., Director of Agriculture, Madras, had made a short 
tour in Nyasaland in 1921 on behalf of the Corporation. 
The Governor of Nyasaland stated that Mr. Sampson’s 
services had been of the utmost value, and asked whether it 
would be possible for him to return to the country for an 
extended period. Mr. Sampson has now retired from the 
Indian Agricultural Service and accepted service under the 
Corporation. He returned to Nyasaland in January last, 
taking with him as an Assistant, Mr. H. C. Ducker, one 
of the Corporation’s post-graduate Students. Mr. Sampson 
was asked to submit, as soon as possible after his arrival in 
the Protectorate, a scheme for assisting the Department of 
Agriculture in extending cotton production. He has 
reported that the first step necessary is the foundation of 
a small Experiment Station, which would be devoted to 
cotton. The need for this station was fully realised by the 
Local Government, and a scheme was submitted to the East 
Africa Sub-Committee of the Corporation involving a 
capital expenditure of £1,600 and recurrent charges of £880 
per annum. Of these expenses the Nyasaland Government 
agreed to pay one-third of the capital outlay and to make 
an annual grant of £300 towards the recurrent charges, 
whilst in addition they undertook to supply the land for the 
Station and to link it up with 2 main road, provided that 
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the new road to be built did not exceed five miles in length. 
The establishment of this Experiment Station was recom- 
mended to the Executive Committee, who approved Mr. 
Sampson’s proposals and agreed to provide the funds 
required to carry them into effect. ln order to keep in 
touch with the latest dev elopments in the work on cotton 
breeding which has been carried out in the United States, 
Mr. Sampson asked to be allowed to proceed for a short 
time to America in order to visit the chief Experiment 
Stations in the cotton belt. This request was sanctioned, 
and Mr. Sampson left Nyasaland early in July, a short 
time before the crop was due to be harvested. His tour in 
America occupied some six weeks, and he then returned 
to Nyasaland in time for the next season’s sowing. Mr. 
Sampson reported that the success of cotton production in 
Nyasaland on a large scale was being jeopardised by the 
de predations of the red boll worm. He pointed out that 
it was not possible for the Government Entomologist to 
deal with the whole of the entomological work necessary in 
the Protectorate, and asked that an Entomologist should 
be appointed by the Corporation to specialise on cotton 
pests, and in particular to carry out research upon the 
red boll worm. Accordingly Mr. C. B. R. King was 
appointed and sailed for the Protectorate in July last. Mr. 
King was another of the Corporation’s Students and spent 
his Studentship year at the West Indian Agricultural 
College, where he had the advantage of being able to study 
under the Professor of Entomology, Mr. H, A. Ballou, whose 
work on the entomology of cotton pests is well known. 
Shortly before leaving Africa, Mr. Sampson visited the 
Fort Jameson District in North-Eastern Rhodesia in order 
to explore the possibilities for cotton in that area. In his 
Report he states that he considers that cotton of good 
quality can be grown in that area up to an altitude of 
3,200 feet, which is somewhat higher than the height at 
which cotton can be grown successfully in Nyasaland. Mr. 
Sampson decided that a considerable quantity of cotton 
could be produced round Fort Jameson, but that at present 
the cost of transportation renders the success of the 
industry uncertain. The damage done by the red _ boll 
worm in this area also is very considerable, and it is hoped 
that the researches of the Corporation’s Entomologist in 
Nyasaland will give results which will be of value to the 
Fort Jameson planters in combating this pest. 


NIGERIA. 


Owing very largely to the work of the British Cotton 
Growing Association, the cultivation of cotton in Nigeria 
has made steady progress during the last few years. With 
a view to assisting in this development the West Africa 
Sub-Committee of the Corporation took advantage of the 
presence in England on leave of Mr. Faulkner, the Director 
of Agriculture, to confer with him as to the ways in which 
the Corporation might lend their aid. Mr. Faulkner gave 
it as his opinion that with a larger Agricultural Staff the 
exportable quantity of cotton could be considerably 
increased during the next few years. He accordingly sub- 
mitted proposals to the Corporation for the provision of a 
number of agriculturists who should devote practically 
their whole time to work on cotton. A scheme was drawn 
up and submitted to the Nigerian Government which pro- 
vided for the appointment by the Corporation of a Cotton 
Specialist and five Assistant Officers to work mainly in the 
Northern Province on seed selection and the supervision 
of the cultivation and marketing of cotton. Mr. Faulkner, 
on his part, gave his assurance that if the scheme were 
adopted the present members of the Nigerian Agricultural 
Department would devote no less of their time to cotton 
cultivation than they have hitherto. These proposals are 
still under consideration. Considerable areas in Nigeria 
which are suitable for cotton, in districts near the railway 
where transport facilities are assured, are either unin- 
habited or very sparsely populated; accordingly the 
Nigerian Government were asked whether it would be pos- 
sible to transfer natives from the more densely populated 
areas to the neighbourhood of the railway, thus forming 
‘‘ Cotton Colonies.’’ It was suggested that the Corporation 
might subsidise for the first year the natives so moved, 
who would be accompanied by their families, and that com- 
pounds should be built for them. In transmitting this 
suggestion to the Nigerian Government it was made clear 
that in the event of the scheme meeting with approval it 
could only be carried out if it could be regarded as certain 
that ultimately this scheme of land settlement would be self- 
supporting. At present, however, the Nigerian Govern- 
ment are unable to support this proposal, nor are they 
prepared to give an assurance that such ‘ Colonies *’ would 
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be likely to become self-supporting. The thanks of the 
Corporation are due to Sir Frederick Lugard and Mr. H. 5. 
Goldsmith for the valuable advice which they have given 
during the consideration of these proposals. 


Other sections of the Report deal with the estab- 
lishment of a Quarterly Journal, the provision of 
cotton studentships, research work, and_ the 
arrangements for cotton exhibits at the British 
Empire Exhibition next year. 





PERSIA, 





LACK OF COMMUNICATIONS. 


Persia, with her present lack of proper communi- 
cations, is like a medieval merchant trying to do 
business in a twentieth century world. Modern 
means of transport and methods of communication 
are both lacking. Mr. R. H. Hadow, Secretary in 
charge of Commercial Affairs, British Legation, 
Gulhek, emphasises, in his New Report, how essen- 
tial to the revival of Persia’s trade is a_ proper 
system of roads as well as a strict supervision of 
road tolls and taxes. (tiven increased and cheaper 
methods of communication, and a reorganisation of 
finances, Persia should, in his view, be able to look 
forward to increased material prosperity for the 
people who have suffered considerable hardships 
during the past few years. 

The physical features of the country have most 
to do with the difficulties of transport. The 
numerous parallel mountain ridges divide her trade 
routes into a series of separate entities; she is not 
yet equipped with modern roads fit for motor trans- 
port; her railways are as yet only projected, and 
she has no means of river communication. She has 
therefore to rely on the native cart, the camel, the 
mule and the donkey, except along the three roads 
from Duzdap to Meshed, from Teheran to Finzeli and 
from Kazvin to Khanikin, where roads more or less 
fit for light motor transport have been made of 
recent vears. Of these routes the first and last con- 
nect with a railway at Duzdap and Khanikin 
respectively and so serve as important links for 
Persia’s foreign trade, while from Enzeli, on the 
Caspian, ships transport merchandise to and from 
Russia and the Caucasus. Yet even along these 
routes the burden of tolls for the upkeep and pro- 
tection of the roads themselves weighs heavily on 
both mechanical and animal transport. 


THe CESSATION OF Russtan TRADE. 


Next to the paucity of her interior communica- 
tions Persia has suffered considerably from the 
dislocation of her pre-war import and export routes, 
and from the consequent necessity of redistributing 
her foreign trade. Before 1914 the bulk of her 
imports entered the country through Enzeli and the 
Caspian ports, or vid Trebizond and Tabriz. 
Detailed trade figures for 1921-22 show that only 
84 per cent. of Persia’s foreign trade passed through 
the northern countries adjacent to Persia, while 91 
per cent. passed through the Persian Gulf Ports, 
Iraq or India. The figures for the following year 
will, it is believed, show no appreciable difference 
in the proportion of trade borne by these three 
countries, though the total amounts will not be the 
same, owing to the partial revival of the Trebizond 
route, in spite of the difficulties attending transport 
through the disturbed areas of Turkey, and to a 
slightly greater volume of trade by the Northern 
routes. In particular a_ service of small cargo 
steamers with a capacity for approximately 800 tons 
of cargo each has been started from Hamburg to 
Enzeli vid the Russian canals and the Volga by a 
German firm. The first steamer reached Enzeli in 
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November iast, but since that date no further 
steamers have reached Persian ports. ‘he figures 
quoted should not be taken as representing 
accurately the year 1921-22 owing to the disturbed 
condition of Northern Persia at the beginning of 
1921, which made it impossible for a time for the 
Customs authorities to obtain accurate figures for 
the Caspian and Azerbaijan districts. 

The cessation of a large proportion of the former 
trade with Russia has not been without effect in 
depressing the Persian market and the closure of the 
northern trade routes has further contributed to this 
depression by enhancing the cost of transporting 
goods to North Persia which is often out of all 
proportion to their original cost. A few Persian 
merchants attended the Russian fairs at Baku and 
Nijni Novgorod which were revived last year, but 
most of the native trading community is without 
knowledge of conditions outside Persia, and except 
for the activities of the trading branches of the 
Soviet Government known as the Vneshtorg, 
Centro-Soyuz and Naftkom, no Russian agencies 
now cater for the export trade in such commodities 
as dried fruits, which, before the war, were exported 
in large quantities to Russia and the Caucasus 
through Tabriz and the Caspian ports. Russian 
prints, which in 1914 were universally known 
throughout Persia, have also ceased to be imported 
in any quantity, and the northern markets remain 
relatively closed to trade, except so far as Russian 
petrol, kerosine oil, and similar products, are 
imported. Russia supplies her immediate needs by 
exporting rice and foodstuffs and a limited amount 
of timber through her commercial institutions and, 
to some extent, through Persian merchants in Gilan 


and Baku. 
New TRADE Rovtes. 


This alteration of Persia’s normal trade routes has 
brought into prominence at least two routes which 


were rarely used before the war. ‘The first 
of these is the Iraq route’ from  Basrah 
vid Bagdad to Kermanshah. This route was 


always popular with Persian traders before the 
war, and the construction of the Iraq rail- 
ways from Basra to Bagdad and _ thence to 
Khanikin near the Persian frontier has increased the 
facilities for importing frail or perishable goods. 
The virtual closure of the northern trade routes has 
also contributed in no small measure towards mak- 
ing it, for the present, one of Persia’s chief trade 
routes. Imports r7@ Kermanshah, which amounted 
to 190 million krans in 1921-22, exceeded in volume 
those of any other Customs Post in Persia, in spite 
of the 1 per cent. transit tax to which all goods 
passing through Iraq are subjected. In winter 
caravans leave the metalled road near Hamadan 
and make their way to Teheran vid Sultanabad and 
(Jum or direct vid Nobaran in order to avoid the 
Aveh Pass north of Hamadan and the intense cold 
of the Kazvin plain. Imports v74 Iraq melude in 
particular a large proportion of the Manchester 
piece-goods which are still imported in large 
quantities, as will be seen from the figures quoted 
below, although the return of the kran to its normal 
value and the competition of other European 
countries whose coinage has depreciated considerably 
has tended to restrict these imports and to cut the 
profit on their sale to a fine point. The aceumula- 
tion of stocks ordered by wholesale importers on 
behalf of the Persian merchants during the boom 
period of 1919-20, when the kran had greatly anpre- 
elated in value, were subsequently rejected by 
Persian merchants owing to the diffculty of paying 
sterling equivalents when the value of the kran 
depreciated in 1921-22. The imnorters were con- 
sequently forced to dispose of their accumulated 
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stocks for what they would fetch, and recent 
instances have occurred of the sale of goods in 
Teheran and the Provinces of Persia at prices con- 
siderably below their current market price in the 
country of origin. 

The second trade route of importance is the Indian 
route entering Persia at Dalbandin by the Nushki- 
Duzdap railway. From a position of comparative 
importance owing to the gulf created between it and 
India by the Sarhad deserts Duzdap has, since the 
construction of this railway during the war, risen 
to be one of Persia’s principal distributing centres. 
The foreign trade which used this route during 1922- 
23 reached a total of 87 million krans, an increase of 
100 per cent. over the figures contained in the 
following table for 1921-22. The railway, besides 
tapping the rich grain districts of Sistan and the 
Kainat, now feeds the districts of Kerman and 
Meshed, and it is probable that a large proportion 
of the trade which used to reach Herat and Trans- 
Caspia from Russia is now supplied from India by 
this route. Goods exported to Persia through India 
by this route are entitled to a rebate of fifteen-six- 
teenths of the Customs dues paid on foreign imports 
into India.

The British Empire therefore accounted for 
nearly 60 per cent. of Persia’s trade, although it 
must be remembered that a certain quantity of the 
articles indexed by the Customs authorities in Persia 
as coming from Great Britain or from India are 
certainly not of British manufacture or origin, but 
were merely consigned from these countries. This 
proportion has slightly decreased during the sub- 
sequent year, so far as can be ascertained, owing 
to a revival of trade with Italy, France and Cer- 
many in particular. The disparity between the 
import and export figures for the British Empire 
account for the depreciation of the kran- on _ the 
British and Indian markets.

/mports during the vear totalled 55 per cent. of 
the total foreign trade and exports 45 per cent. 
This ratio, so far as can be ascertained, remained 
virtually unchanged during the following year. Of 
the commodities quoted above, the British Empire 
during the same period supplied cotton piece-goods 
to a value of 185 million krans and tea valued at 30 
million krans, as well as almost the entire quantity 
of Persia’s importation of nails, serews and_ iron 
piping. The chief sources of Persia’s sugar was 
British India, which supplied 67 million krans

worth; Belgium, whence came 27 million krans 
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worth; and Egypt, which supplied sugar to the 
value of 17 muiltion krans. It is probable that a 
large proportion of the sugar supplied by India is 
not ot Indian origin, since ‘a certain amount Is 
known to come from the Netherland Kast Indies and 
more is probably imported in the first place from 
France, Egypt and other countries for re-export to 
Persia vid Duzdap and the Persian Gulf. 

Ot the exports a large portion of the oil and kin- 
dred products of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 
were consigned in the first place to Egypt for 
subsequent distribution to their ultimate destina- 
tions, and it is to this fact that Egypt largely owes 
her place as the second country on Persia’s foreign 
trade list. 

It is worthy of note that of Persia’s total export 
trade of 502 million krans for the year 1921-22, the 
products of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company were 
valued at nearly 323 million krans, or 64 per cent. 
of the country’s exports. Rugs and _ carpets 
exported from Persia are mostly destined for the 
United States, although a certain number are also 
sent to Great Britain and the Continent, and large 
consignments reach the United States through 
British firms to whom they are sent in the first place 
by the agents of the latter in Persia. 

The value of Persia’s opium trade is accounted 
for by the superior morphine content of her product, 
and by far the most profitable trade in South Persia 
during the year 1922-23 has been the export of 
opium through the Persian Gulf. With the gather- 
ing of the new crop prices have dropped consider- 
ably, but as recently as the month of May, 1925, 650 
to 700 krans per batman was obtainable at Shiraz 
and Bushire for this commodity. Since that date 
prices have fallen to one-half or even one-third of 
these figures, but the restriction of the sale of 
opium by the League of Nations will inevitably be 
a severe blow to Persia unless a substitute can be 
found to take its place in the extensive poppy fields 
of South Persia. Experiments have been made on 
a small scale with cotton, and this commodity may 
also be suitable for cultivation in Sistan, but the 
opium growers at present look with misgiving at the 
loss of their trade. The export of cotton from 
Khorassan through the Caspian ports during the 
first six months of 1923 has caused a sharp rise in 
the price of that commodity, for which an increas- 
ing demand appears to exist in Russia. Isfahan 
and Khorassan cotton are also exnorted to India, 
but are said to be of inferior quality owing to lack 
of expert knowledge and cultivation of inferior short 
staple varieties, and the prices realised do not 
appear to justify the heavy cost of transport 
through Persia to Duzdap or the Persian Gulf. 


NATURAL RESOURCES. 


The natural resources of the country, with the 
single exception of its mineral oils, have not as yet 
been either properly ascertained or exploited. For 
instance, coal, which is believed to exist in con- 
siderable quantities in the hills north of Teheran and 
in other parts of Persia, is at present only mined by 
digging shallow surface pits during the summer to 
supply the winter needs of the capital or nearest 
towns and villages. The remainder of the popula- 
tion’s needs is met by bringing charcoal over the 
mountains from Mazanderan Gilan and elsewhere, 
and as the lack of proper roads make it necessary to 
transport all supplies of both these articles by mule, 
the cost of transport is out of all proportion to the 
initial cost of production. Asa result, coal costs on 
an average £7 a ton, charcoal £11 a ton, and wood 
in limited quantities from local supplies, £3 10s. a 
ton in Teheran. Similarly, the cost of transport 
makes it impossible to export the surplus grain of 
the province of Fars, of which there is a considerable

quantity in years when the harvest is good, to the 
Persian Gulf ports, or inland to other provinces 
where there may be a shortage, and the landowners 
are credibly reported to be constrained during the 
present year to burn their surplus crops or to leave 
them to rot in the fields. Endeavours are, how- 
ever, being made to organise cheap animal transport 
to the coast in order to prevent this waste. As in 
the case of her other trade, the problem of the 
development of Persia’s natural resources hinges 
upon the establishment of cheap and modern 
methods of transportation, without which she can- 
not compete with foreign countries in exporting her 
products.

BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


The general level of wholesale prices rose by 21 
per cent. in September, compared with the average 
for August. Food was dearer by 4 per cent., on the 
average, cereals having advanced by 32 per cent., 
meat and fish: by 5°2 per cent., and other foods by 
37 per cent. Among industrial materials the 
principal price movements in September were 
recorded in textiles. The average for cotton 
advanced by 73 per cent., compared with the level 
in August, and that for other textile materials by 
2°11 per cent. The prices of metals and minerals 
moved, for the most part, in the other direction, and 
the average of the price movements of industrial 
materials was a rise above the August level of rather 
more than 1 per cent. 

In the following table the average prices in 
September are compared with those of August, and 
of a year earlier :—

The September price level was above the average 
for either of the two months immediately preceding, 
but was below the levels of the four months March 
toJune. For food only the average was higher than 
in any of the previous twelve months with the excep- 
tion of November last year. The large increase 
recorded for food other than cereals, meat and fish, 
compared with a year ago, was due, to a large 
extent, to the cheapness of potatoes twelve months 
ago and to the present higher prices for cocoanut 
oil, cheese, sugar and tea. All grain, except rice 
and British barley and all kinds of meat were 
cheaper than a year ago. Although there have 
been considerable reductions in iron and steel prices 
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since the upward movement in the early months of 
the present year, the September level was over 8 per 
cent. abdve that of a year earlier. Coal and non- 
ferrous metals were, on the average, somewhat 
dearer, but petroleum, motor spirit and lubricating 
oil were much cheaper than in September, 1922. 
The September ievel for cotton, nearly double the 
average for 1913, has only been exceeded in two 
months (March and April last) since November, 
1921, and was about 1°5 per cent. below the averages 
for those two months. Advances over the prices of 
a year ago were also recorded in respect of wool, silk 
and raw hemp, while quotations for linen yarns and 
raw jute were lower. In the group of miscellaneous 
articles the principal price changes compared with 
a year earlier were in linseed oil, mechanical wood 
pulp and rubber, which have advanced in price, and 
in aniline oil, wainscot oak, mahogany, and first 
quality Portmadoc slates, for all of which price 
reductions have been recorded. 

The average prices in September and in earlier 
months are compared below with the average prices

A detailed comparison of August and September 
average prices shows that of the 53 items of food 21 
advanced by more than 5 per cent. in the latter 
month and that 5 fell by over 5 per cent. ‘The 
other changes include 10 increases and 11 decreases 
of less than 5 per cent. Onions rose by over 40 per 
cent., British barley by over 30 per cent., fish by 
over 25 per cent. and American bacon by over 20 
percent. ‘There were also average price increases of 
between 10 per cent. and 15 per cent. in rice, Argen- 
tine chilled beef, British pork, Irish eggs, Danish 
butter and in Cheddar and Canadian cheese. 
The largest falls were in apples and in the ‘‘Gazette 
average ’’ price of English wheat, which were 25 
per cent. and 15 per cent, less respectively. In iron 
and steel there were four increases and 13 decreases 
and all were within 5 per cent. of the August aver- 
ages. The average for the 10 descriptions of coal 
in September was nearly 1°5 per cent. below the 
August average, five kinds having been cheaper and 
one somewhat dearer, but the largest change was 
a fall of 5 per cent. in the average for Fifeshire 
screened navigation. Among non-ferrous metals 
the most considerable changes were in English lead 
and Straits tin, each of which advanced by more 
than 5 per cent. Each of the 16 items included 
in the cotton group increased in price in September. 
raw cotton (middling American, and fully good 
fair Egyptian. Sakellarides) and American yarns 
(32’s twist, 40’s weft and 50’s weft) were between 10 
per cent. and 14 per cent. dearer, and 7 other items 
in the group were between 5 per cent. and 10 per 
cent. dearer. Raw silk advanced by 30 per cent. 
and silk cloth by over 7 per cent., and there was a 
price reduction of over 6 per cent. in raw jute. 
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The movements in other textiles and in the items 
included in the miscellaneous group did not exceed 
a range of 5 per cent, up or down in September 
compared with August. 


The 150 items of the compilation include 66 price 
increases and 49 decreases in September. Six com- 
modities increased by over 20 per cent., 12. by 
between 10 per cent. and 15 per cent., and 19 by 
between 5 per cent. and 10 per cent. In only 7 
vases were the September averages over 5 per cent. 
less than in August, and two of these were decreases 
of 13 per cent. and 25 per cent.

Total Re-exports... 


Exports of British produce and manufactures 
were £3,733,000 higher in September than in 
August, and those of ‘‘ articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured *’ alone were up by £3,491,000. Coal 
showed a decline of £491,000, tonnage being down 
by 264,000 tons. Germany took 85,000 tons less 
than in August and France 214,000 tons less. Coal 
shipped for foreign bunkers was greater by about 
3,000 tons. Increases in exports of manufactured 
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goods were pretty widely distributed, the largest 
being chemicals, ete., £696,000, apparel £505, 000. 
vehicles £431,000, paper and cardboard £298,000, 
iron and steel £242 000. cutlery, ete., £204,000, 
non-ferrous metals £186,000, and machinery 
£180,000. Exports of manufactures of cotton were 
down by £231,000 and those of wool by £172,000. 
The quantities exported of some leading classes were

Exports of tobacco increased in September over 
August by £122,000 and those of articles of food 
and drink by £499,000. 

In gross imports there was a decline of £5,478,000, 
and after allowing for an increase in re-exports, 
retained imports were less by £7,459,000 in Septem- 
ber, compared with August. Practically — this 
falling off was due to the food, drink, and tobacco 
group, where there was a reduction of £5,920,000 in 
¢ross imports in September compared with August. 
It is probable that the imports recorded in August 
were swollen by the inclusion of goods held up by 
the dock strike in July. 

Retained imports of raw materials rose by 
£780,000 in September over August, while those of 
manufactured goods fell by £1,523,000. The 
decline in the imports of iron ore, noted last month, 
continued, the quantity received (360,552 tons) 
being 28,350 tons below the August figures. There 
was also a heavy falling off (3,100 tons) in tin ore. 
Retained imports of raw cotton in September 
reached 560,000 centals against 464,000 in August 
and 352,000 in July, showing that the produce of 
the new crop is beginning to reach our shores. 
Grross imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool fell from 
335,000 centals in August to 232,000 in September, 
following the usual seasonal course, but re-exports 
in September were 214,600 centals, compared with 
203,600 centals in August (re- -exports to France 
having practically doubled). The quantity of wool 
retained in September for use in the United Kingdom 
was thus only about 18,000 centals, compared “with 
132,000 centals in August. Retained imports of raw 
silk and of jute rose in September, but those of flax 
and hemp fell somewhat. In the other classes of 
imports it may be observed that imports of wood 
were at about the August level, and that wood-pulp 
(wet and dry together) increased from 96 ,700 roi rd 
156,600 tons. Retained imports of rubber increased 
from 47,600 centals to 185,200 centals, 

Lastly, re-exports of foreign and colonial produce 
rose from £6,129.000 in August to £8,110,000 in 
September. Out of the increase of £1,981,000 
£888,000 occurred in the food, drink and tobacco 
group especially in cocoa, coffee, tea and sugar), 
£460,000 in raw materials (notably in oil seeds, 
peor and rubber) and £623,000 in manufactured 
goods.

REPORT OF OXYGEN RESEARCH COMMITTEE. 

This Report* describes certain aspects of the work 
of the Oxygen Research Committee since its appoint- 
ment in 1919. It deals chiefly with the technical 
difficulties which have hitherto restricted the com- 
mercial utilisation of liquid oxygen and liquid air, 
and describes in particular recent Improvements in 
the methods of handling the liquefied gases on a 
practical commercial scale. The work of the Com- 
mittee has been carried out principally in the Heriot 
Watt College, Edinburgh, and the Air Ministry 
Oxygen Laboratory. 











FRANCO-CANADIAN CONVENTION.

CANADIAN PULP AND PAPER MILLS. 

There were 104 pulp and paper mills in operation 
in Canada in 1922, with a total net value of produc- 
tion of 155,785,388 dols., according to a Preliminary 
Report issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statisties. 

The amount of capital invested in the industry 
increased from 479,812,751 dols. in 1921. to 
381,006,324 dols. in 1922. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 

The Representative in London of the Irving Bank- 
Columbia Trust Company, New York, has been 
advised by cable from headquarters that the jobbing 
trade is active. Wool consumption in August 
amounted to 41,538,000 lb. Pig-iron output in Sep- 
tember was 3,126,000 tons. Failures during Septem- 
ber numbered 1,280. the smallest since November, 
1920, the capital involving 27,497,000 dols., the 
smallest since June, 1920. New railroad securities 
issued during September totalled 21,700,840 dols., 
new industrial securities 74,384,000 dols., and new 
public utilities securities 59,837,000 dols.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1924. 


As previously stated, the Department of Overseas 
Trade is actively engaged in preparing for an inten- 
sified overseas propaganda campaign designed to 
attract the buyer to the next British Industries 
Fair. 

A strong feature of this campaign will be 
the direct appeal to the individual by a series of 
‘ follow up ”’ letters carrying literature dealing 
with the organisation of and opportunities offered 
by the Fair, the British Empire Exhibition, and 
ending with a personal Card ot Invitation on behalf 
of His Majesty’s Government to visit the Fair. 
This series of letters will be despatched to approxi- 
mately 50,000 overseas buyers whose names have 
been indexed by the Department. 

The usual programme of publicity will be greatly 
amplified by the co-operation of the British Empire 
Exhibition authorities who have agreed with the 
Department to adopt every possible means for 
mutual propaganda for the Fair and the Exhibition. 
The article published in the ** Journal ’’ of 27th 
September (page 323) dealt at some length 
with the advantages enjoyed in the ordinary 
wav by the manufacturer participating in the 
Fair, but it is not too much to say that these 
advantages are enormously enhanced by the com- 
bination ot a great public exhibition and a 
definitely trade fair.

FOREIGN SAMPLES EXHIBITION AT 
STOKE. 


The exhibition of foreign samples of chinaware, 
particulars of which were given in the last issue of 
the ** Journal,’’ took place in the large hall of the 
North Stafford Hotel, Stoke-on-Trent, on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, 2nd and 3rd October, 

Representatives of 133 firms called and inspected 
the samples, and keen interest was shown in the 
patterns on view. The exhibition was extremely 
valuable as an illustration of shapes and designs 
in demand in the various markets represented, and 
careful notes were taken by the majority of visitors 
ot lines of special interest. Comments on the merits 
and demerits of the samples were varied, but it was 
generally agreed that the quality in most cases was 
inferior to that usually associated with Staffordshire 
goods. 

The excellent reports received with each range of 
samples were also available for perusal and proved 
exceedingly valuable, whilst a selection of foreign 
trade catalogues was also examined by most firms. 
Forty-seven samples and fifty foreign trade cata- 
logues were loaned at the conclusion of the 
exhibition, and enquiries for information respecting 
export trade were numerous. 

Many firms expressed ability to compete success-

BARCELONA FURNITURE EXHIBITION.

Since 
the Ope nine day, states H.M. Consul-General, it has 
been attended by a numerous public, which 
include: rich residents of Barcelona and Madrid, 
willing tO pay high prices for distinetive articles ot 
luxury. Some four hundred firms are taking part, 
of which about 250 are French. Swiss, Austrian, 
(re man and [talian banutacturers are also eredit- 
ably represented and it is regrettable that the 
leading British firms have neglected the opportunity 
afforded by this Exhibition of bringing their pro- 
luctions to the notice of the Spanish publhie. 

Part of the Exhibition ts given up to the display, 
in fitting surroundings, of specimens of antique 
Catalonian and Majorean furniture, graceful use 
heing made of a collection of magnificent ancient 
tapestries as backgrounds for the exhibits. Several 
hundred sets of modern household furniture = are 
shown, arranged in ornate rooms built up for the 
occasion by the firms exhibiting, the French section 
heing particularly striking in this respect. 

It is understood that the Exhibition will remain 
pen until about the middle of next month.

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TEA CULTURE IN ASSAM. 


The Director of Land Records and Agriculture, Assam, 
in his Report on Tea Culture in that province for the year 
1922, states that the number of gardens fell from 900 in 
1921 to 886. Six new gardens were opened in the province 
during the year, the number of gardens abandoned was 19, 
and one garden was amalgamated with another. 


AREA UNDER TEA. 


The area under tea continued to fall, viz., from 417,200 
acres (revised) of the previous year to 412,499 acres, which 
was due mainly to the abandonment of gardens owing to 
losses sustained during the previous years and to the 
genera] shortage of labour. The area abandoned during 
the year was 9,462 acres, while extensions were 4,761 acres. 
The area plucked was 387,461 acres, against 383,648 acres in 
the previous year. This was about 94 per cent. of the area 
under tea, or the same percentage as in the years 1915 to 
1919, as against 92 per cent. in 1921. The increase may be 
attributed to the continual improvement in the prices of 
tea. The total area of land included in tea estates was 
reported to be 1,483,284 acres, against 1,498,784 acres in 
the previous year, of which about 28 per cent. was actually 
under tea, as against 27 per cent. in 1921. 


Laspour EMPLOYED. 


The daily average number of persons employed in tea 
gardens during the year continued to fall along with the 
decline in the area under tea, and was 516,390, against 
530,706 of the previous year, or a drop of nearly 3 per cent., 
the permanent garden labour being 472, 363, permanent 
outside labour 19,891, and temporary outside labour 24,136, 
compared with 489,874, 21,242 and 19,590 respectively in 
1921. The decrease in the number of labourers employed 
was generally due to the fact that new recruits are not 
_available owing to the agricultural prosperity in the recruit- 
ing districts, and to competition by other industries. 


CHARACTER OF THE SEASON. 


‘he rainfall during the season was unevenly distributed 
throughout the Province and there was drought in the first 
part. Later on the weather became, on the whole, favour- 
able for the growth of tea, except in the Lower Assam 
Valley, where rainfall was scanty throughout. 


Tue INCREASE IN THE CROP. 


The outturn during the year was 197,874,866 Ib. of black 
tea and 1,041,958 lb. of green tea, against 180,332,192 Ib. 
and 1,170,582 lb. respectively in 1921. The net increase of 
17,414,050 Ib. was contributed to by all districts except 
Kamrup, Darrang and Sibsagar, and was due to the better 
prices obtainable for tea. The yield would have been much 
greater but for the shortage of labour which resulted in 
large areas going out of tea cultivation. 


CONDITIONS IN THE INDUSTRY. 


The industry improved considerably during the year 
under review with the recovery in tea prices. Most com- 
panies will turn their losses of previous years into a profit 
and will be able, where necessary, to increase wages. The 
demand for tea is increasing, and Indian capitalists are 
keen on starting new gardens, but, as already noted in the 
previous year, the scarcity of labour is a serious handicap 
to the prosperity of the industry.—Indian Trade Journal.

so that net exports amounted to 16,686 tons, as compared 
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with 17,265 tons in the corresponding month of 1922

Wheat, which formed the bulk of the 
exports, accounted for 229,681,814 bushels, valued at 
263,819,430 dols., and of this amount 174,011,494 bushels. 
valued at 196,439,796 dols., went to the United Kingdom.

TANGANYIKA TERRITORY, 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1922. 


According to the Trade Report of Tanganyika Territory 
for the year ended 3lst December, 1922, compiled by the 
Comptroller of Customs, the import trade (excluding bullion 
and specie) was valned at £1,386,212, as compared with 
£1,426,125 in the previous year. 





PRINCIPAL IMPORTS. 


The principal imports included’ cotton piece-goods 
£590,466, foodstuffs £141,312, building materials (including 
cement and galvanised iron sheets) £47,918, spirits £30,122, 
tobacco £29,443, kerosine and motor spirit. £29,365, sundry 
iron and steel manufactures £24,769, machinery £17, 811, 
cigarettes £16,028 and wines and beer £13,927. 


Export TRADE. 


The export trade during the year under review was 
valued at £1,441,584, as compared with £1,246,870 in 1921. 

Included among the principal exports are sisal £289,388, 
coffee £203,784, groundnuts £190,553, cotton £140,750, 
grain £134,097, copra £89,633, hides and skins £65,803, 
simsim £49,573, beeswax £24,792 and ghee £18,144. 


RE-EXPORTS AND TRANSIT TRADE. 


The re-export trade (excluding bullion and_ specie) 
amounted to £141,501, as compared with £156,881 in 1921. 

Transit exports, chiefly from the Belgian Territories, 
increased from £90,208 in 1921 to £119,153 in 1922. 


Maria Imports AND Exports. 


The island of Mafia came under the administration of the 
Territory in November last. The imports during last year 
amounted in value to £17,845, and were chiefly made up of 
piece-goods £6,335 and grain and foodstuffs ‘£6,067. The 
exports consisted chiefly of copra £23,494 and beche-de-mer

ITALY. 
THE LABORATORY GLASS INDUSTRY. 


On the outbreak of war Italy found herself cut off from 
her foreign source of supply for scientific glass ware and with 
no home industry to take its place; before the end of 1915 
her stocks were exhausted and it became urgently necessary 
to provide the Army hospitals with glass phials for hypo- 
dermic injections, etc., and with the laboratory glass ware 
required for preparing sera. 

The Murano glass factories, famous for their artistic pro- 
duction, took up the challenge, and after an experimental 

eriod succeeded in producing a ‘‘ neutral’’ glass tube 
which complied with the requirements of the Army authori- 
ties. From these tubes, states the Business and Financial 
Report of the Association of Italian Corporations, the glass 
blowers make the requisite phials, retorts, etc. The pro- 
duct is refractory to the chemical reactions of such sub- 
stances as strychnine, which, when placed in contact with 
ordinary glass, form injurious lead, sylicate, soda and other 
precipitates. Other kinds of laboratory glass were also 
perfected, special attention being given to the manufacture 
of X-ray globes which must be of glass possessing special 
qualities of transparency, readily malleable by flame, etc., 
Glass tubes for boiler levels were needed by the State rail- 
ways and these also were produced of satisfactory quality, 
resistant to extremes of heat and cold. 

To-day the Italian output of such glass not only fully 
supplies the home market, but is exported in considerable 
quantities, neutral glass tubes being in demand in countries 
such as Spain, France and Belgium where they are con- 
verted by the home glass blowing industry into the finished 
product. In countries where the glass industry is unde- 
veloped, the finished product, glass phials, and other 
laboratory requisites are in demand. In such goods it is 
quality rather than price which counts, and the Italian 
firms are securing a reputation even in competition with 
the world-famous products of Jena. 

The output of neutral glass tubes varies from 1,500 to 
2,000 kilogs. per day; of the small phials for hypodermic 
injections, etc., about one and a half million are produced 
dailv, and from one to two thousand pieces of laboratory 
glass ware (globes, retorts, beakers, test tubes, mortars, 
filters, funnels, etc.). The industry employs about 800 men.

PRAGUE. 

According to figures published by the State Office of 
Statistics, showing the movement of Czecho-Slovak trade, 
the imports during August amounted in value to approxi- 
mately 800,759,000 crowns, whilst the exports during the 
same period were valued at approximately 981,665,000 
crowns, thus showing a balance in favour of exports of 
nearly 180,906,000 crowns. The import and export trade 
during the first’ eight months of this year was valued 
at about 5,617 million crowns and 7,602 million crowns 
respectively, showing a balance in favour of exports of 
1,985 million crowns.

From the above figures it will be noticed that whereas 
in the first six months of this year the weight of the exports 
increased approximately one million tons and imports 
decreased about 300,000 tons, as compared with the same 
period of 1922, the trade balance amounted to only 1,540 
million crowns, as against 3,017 million crowns for the pre- 
vious year. This apparent anomaly may be accounted for as 
follows: —(1) In compiling the statistics for last year the 
values were only estimated and in many cases over- 
estimated, and thus only an approximate trade balance 
could be arrived at; (2) most of the Czech exports this 
vear have been raw materials and semi-manufactured 
goods, notably timber and coal, which have chiefly been 
exported to Gerinany on account of the French occupation 


of the Ruhr.

MANCHOURIA., 
TRADE OF DAIREN IN 1922. 


The principal industry of the port, bean milling, was, 
venerally speaking, very quiet during the year under review, 
states the British Consul at Dairen in his Report on the 
Trade and Commerce of Dairen. The boom of 1918 and 1919 
resulted in the erection of many additional mills both in 
Dairen and further north, increasing the output by some 
30 per cent., and resulting in over-production at a time 
when the general depression brought about a limitation of 





the demand. 
The gross imports of foreign goods during 1922 were valued 


at 77,010,177 Haikwan taels, and net imports at 71,556,625 
taels, a decrease as compared with 1921 of 7,226,644 
taels and 5,567,667 taels respectively. According to figures 
furnished by the Wharf Office imports amounted to 717,616 
tons, as against 763,977 tons in 1921. These figures, how- 
ever, compare favourably with those for 1913, when the total 
imports amounted to 520,139 tons. 
PRINCIPAL IMPORTS. 


The principal imports included textiles, metal and metal 
manufactures, machinery, oils, dyes, colours and _ paints, 
tobacco, wines and spirits, leather and motor-cars. 

Textiles.—Imports of piece-goods showed decreases both 
in quantity and value in plain grey sheetings, dyed drills, 
poplins, Turkey-red shirtings, Japanese cotton cloth, towels, 
wool and cotton unions, silks and water-proof cloth. The 
principal increases were in shirtings, jeans, plain and dyed 
cloths, Italians and Venetians, cotton yarn, velvets and 
velveteens, cotton duck and woollen goods. Large quan- 
tities of knitted goods and wool made their appearance in 
the shops in the autumn, and seemed to be eagerly taken 
up, especially by the Japanese. The severe winter climate of 
Manchuria should make this an excellent market for all kinds 
of woollen goods if they were properly pushed. Imports of 
clothing, underwear, etc., showed a large increase and 
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amounted to 1,668,541 taels, as compared with 694,755 taels 
in 1921. 

Metals and manufactures.—The metal market 
remained much the same as during the previous year, the 
decreases in rails, iron and steel, tinned plates and zinc 
by increases in

being, to some extent, counterbalanced 
angles and tees, sheets and plates, nails and galvanised iron. 

Machinery.—There were large imports of telephone 
apparatus from the United Kingdom due to the installation 
of the automatic telephone system in Dairen, whilst there 
was a large decrease in agricultural machinery which was, 
however, counterbalanced by imports of sugar maclilnery for 
a new refinery at Mukden, and of boilers and propelling 
machinery for the local dockyards. 

Oils.—Imports of kerosene increased by 1,825,350 gallons,

Imports of Chinese goods amounted to 
11,581,291 taels, whilst among the piece-goods imported 
there was a large increase in sheetings at the expense of the 
foreign article. 

Export TRADE. 

The value of original exports, including the junk trade, 
amounted to 144 million taels, an increase of 16 million taels 
over the figures for 1921. Excluding the junk trade, the 
value was 141,879,924 taels, an increase of nearly 13 per cent, 
Of the above amount, 61 per cent. is represented by the prin- 
cipal produce of Manchuria, beans and their products; 
nearly 16°4 per cent. by cereals, principally kaoliang; 7-01 
per cent. by coal; 2-9 per cent. by silk; and 2-2 per cent. by 
seeds and seed oil. 

Beans.—Exports of beans were greater by some 890,000 
Of this increase 750,000 piculs went 
to native ports, and 320,000 to foreign ports. Beans appear 
to be coming into favour in Dutch East Indies and the 
neighbouring islands, and a new market is looked for in that

direction. 
Bean cake and bean oil.—A steady demand from South 


China, due to low prices, was responsible for the increase 
of 690,000 piculs in the exports of bean cake. Exports to 
Japan fell off on account of adverse conditions there. A 
new form of bean cake, known as ‘‘ bean board ”’ (or bean 
plate), is now made and exported to America and Europe. 
These undergo greater pressure than the ordinary cake, and 
are less liable to deterioration in transit. The demand for 
bean oil was stimulated by the revival of industry in 
Europe, and higher prices for competitive oils in America. 
Denmark and Italy are stated to be new markets, and to 
make extensive use of it in the preparation of margarine, 
salad oils, ete. Local dealers kept the price up, and this 
checked the flow from Chinese ports. 

Cereals.—The export of cereals increased in value by 
4,751,948 taels. The practical disappearance of wheat, 
which fell from 25,856 tons in 1921 to only 1,155 tons in 
1922, was more than made up by the great increase in 
kaoliang and maize exports to Chinese ports, and 
considerable increases in millet and rice. 

(‘oal.—Coal exports practically doubled both in quantity 
and values due to absence of competition from the Kailan 
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mines, cheap freights and reasonable prices. Nearly one- 
third went to Japan, and some 16 per cent. to China. The 
Philippine Islands took over 85,000 tons, Straits Settlements 
over 14,000 tons, and Dutch East Indies and French Indo- 
China about 4,000 tons each.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





IMPORTS OF RAW MATERIALS. 

Up to the end of July, states the Trade Record ot The 
National City Bank of New York, the value of the manu- 
facturing material imported into the United States was 
58 per cent. above that of the same period of last year, 
while all other imports showed an increase of but 24 
per cent. 

Manufacturing material now forms nearly 58 per cent. of 
the imports of the United States, against 52 per cent. in the 
same months of last year. 

The explanation of this large importation of manufactur- 
ing material is found in the growing use of tropical and 
sub-tropical material and also certain raw material pro- 
duced in countries having plentiful and cheap labour. 

Indiarubber, for example, exclusively a product of the 
tropics, shows in the seven months ended with July, 1923, 
an importation of 130 million dols. value against 58 million 
cols. in the same months of last year; gums, tropical in 
most cases, 30 million do!s, against 18 million. The fibres, 
chiefly tropical, are this year nearly double in value those 
imported in the same period of last year. Raw silk totalled 
in the seven months ended with July, 1923, 221 million dols. 
against 170 million dols. in the same months of last year; 
wool totalled 116 million dois. against 45 million dols. ° 
cotton differing from American in certain qualities 40 million 
dols. against 26 million dols.; tin 40 million dols. against 27 
million dols.; hides 87 million dols. against 49 million dols. ; 
copper 54 million dols. against 31 million dols.; and furs 60 
million dols. against 40 million dols. in the same months of 
last vear. In practically all of these articles the quantities 
were also larger than in 1922.

INCREASED PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys in May (excluding 
season ticket holders) was 104,522,927, an increase of 
8.027.673, or 832 per cent., as compared with May, 1922, 
while the corresponding receipts showed an increase of 
£149,812, or 2:77 per cent. The passenger train-miles run 
were 1,167,554 more than in May, 1922, an increase of 5°86 
per cent. The period under review embraced Whitsuntide, 
which in 1922 fell in June.

The total tonnage of freight traffic conveyed (excluding 
free-hauled) was 29,937 565, an increase of 4,139,930 tons, or 
16°05 per cent. over the tonnage for May, 1922.

THE COAL INDUSTRY IN 1923. 

The output of coal from Canadian mines during the first 
six months of 1923 amounted to 8,722,205 tons, valued at 
38,188,343 dols., as compared with 6,205,288 tons, valued at 
26,993,498 dols., in the corresponding period of 1922, states 
the preliminary Report of the Mineral Production of Canada 
during the six months ended 30th June, 1923, and compiled 
by the Canadian Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

PRINCIPAL PRODUCING PROVINCES. 

Nova Scotia was the principal producing Province, with 
an output of 3,613,339 tons, while Alberta was second with 
a total of 3,312,991 tons. British Columbia produced 
1,475,315 tons, and Saskatchewan and New Brunswick 
followed with outputs of 177,874 tons and 142,686 tons 
respectively. 


INCREASED Exports AND IMPORTS. 


ixports of Canadian coal during the first half of the pre- 
sent year were considerably larger than in the corresponding 
period of 1922. Exports were about evenly divided between 
the Eastern Canada mines and those in the West. During 
the six months ended June, 1923, Canada exported 1,014,763 
tons of domestic coal. 

Imports of coal during the period were more than double 
the receipts in the first half of 1922, and comprised 7,510,988 
tons of bituminous coal, mostly from the United States, but 
including 121,287 tons from the United Kingdom, and 
2,691,862 tons of anthracite, which also consisted principally 
of United States coal, but included 114,542 tons from the 
United Kingdom. 


Coat AVAILABLE FOR CONSUMPTION. 


Computed from the output imports and exports data, the 
coal made available for consumption in Canada during the 
first six months of this vear amounted to 17,910,292 short 
tons, as compared with 10,713,898 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1922. In both January and June the amount as 
thus computed was in excess of 3 million tons, and the least 
amount made available for consumption during any month 
of the present year was in April, when the quantity was 
determined as 2,340,474 tons.

FRENCH BRANDY: APPLICATION OF 
DUMPING DUTIES. 


In connection with the gazettal of French Brandy under 
Sections 5 and 8 of the Australian Custonis Tariff (Indus- 
tries Preservation Act), the High Commissioner for 
Australia is informed that as a result of the Tariff Board’s 
investigation, the Minister for Trade and Customs has 
A-c.4%d that, \under the present prices and conditions, 
dump.ng duty is payable under both Sections 5 and 8 on 
«cencn Brandy invoiced at 8s, ld. or less per gallon f.o.b., 
and under Section 8 only if invoiced at over 8s. ld. and not 
more than 9s. per gallon f.o.b. 

French Brandy, therefore, under present conditions, if 
invoiced at more than 9s. per gallon f.o.b. will not be liable 
to dumping duty.

REDUCED EXCISE DUTIES ON WINES. 
An Act assented to on 30th June, 1923, amends the 
Special War Revenue Act, 1915, by providing for the follow- 
ing reduced Excise duties (which are payable at the time 
of sale by the Canadian manufacturer) on wines in the 
Dominion on a date to be fixed by Proclamation, viz. :—

REVISED FORM OF INVOICE AND OF 
CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN AND VALUE. 


Adverting to the Notice which appeared in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal’”’ for 20th September, containing the 
text of an abbreviated form of invoice and certificate of 
origin and value which has been recommended for adoption 
by British Colonies which assess ad valorem duties on the 
invoice price of goods—for use in connection with the 
importation of goods under the British Preferential Tariff 
—it should be noted that an Order-in-Council, dated Ist 
September, 1923, brought this abbreviated form of invoice 
and certificate of origin and value into force in Trinidad, 
as from Ist October, 1923. 

The Order states, however, that in the case of gvods 
imported by parcel post, the following short form of certifi- 
cate will, in the absence of ground for suspicion, be accepted 
as satisfactory evidence of origin for charging the 
preferential rate of duty :— 


‘*T, the undersigned, declare that the contents of this 
package are the growth or produce, or, if a manufactured 
article, is to the extent of at least one-fourth of its 
present value bona fide the manufacture of (Empire 
country of origin).”’

IMPORTATION OF POTATOES. 

The Argentine ‘‘ Boletin Oficial’ of 25rd July contains 
a Decree, dated 12th July, which lays down revised regula- 
tions respecting the importation of potatoes into the 
Argentine Republic. © The new regulations do not differ 
materially from the old in so far as concerns action to be 
taken in the exporting country. 

The Decree provides that every consignment of potatoes 
imported trom abroad must be accompanied by certificates 
of ‘‘ sanidad origen’’ and of ‘ sanidad,’’ the former 
referring to the parcel of land from which the consignment 
originates, and the latter being issued in respect of the 
examination of the potatoes before shipment. These certi- 
ficates must be issued by experts authorised by the Govern- 
ment of the country of origin of the potatoes and viséd by 
the Jocal Argentine Consular Officer, and importation will 
not be allowed unless they are produced. 

The certificate of ‘‘ sanidad origen’’ must state that the 
parcel of ground from which the potatoes were gathered 
was in a good healthy condition, and must show the date of 
gathering, the quantity or weight of the potatoes referred 
to and the names of the grower and consignee. The certifi- 
cate of ‘‘ sanidad’”’ must state that the potatoes are 
apparently free trom diseases and pests, and must show 
the quantity or weight and marking of the cases in which 
they are packed, the vessel on which they are carried, the 
name of the consignee or representative of the shipper in 
the country of destination, and the date when the certificate 
is granted. The inspection on which this certificate is 
granted must not take place until at least a month after 
the date of the certificate of ‘‘ sanidad origen.’’ 

fach consignment of potatoes must also be inspected at 
the port of arrival, and if found to be in good condition will 
be permitted to be imported. If not more than 10 per cent. 
of the tubers are found to be attacked by any infectious 
disease or pest, those attacked will be separated and 
destroyed, the remainder being permitted importation after 
disinfection. If the proportion of diseased potatoes exceeds 
10 per cent. the consignment must be either re-exported or 
destroyed within three days. Consignments affected by one 
or more parasites which do not exist in Argentine must be 
re-exported or destroyed immediately. 

The only port through which potatoes may be imported 
ai present is Buenos Aires. 





GERMANY. 





CONDITIONS OF PAYMENT FOR 
EXPORTED GOODS. 
The following is a translation of the provisions issued 


under the Order of 17th September regarding the conditions 
of payment for goods exported from Germany. (See ‘‘Board 


of Trade Journal ”’ for 27th September, pages 333-4.) :— 


§1. The obligation to surrender 30 per cent. of the export value 
in foreign currency (§3 of the Order of 17th September, 1923) does 
not apply— 

(a) to that portion of the export value which is withheld in 
virtue of the Reparation (Recovery) Act ; and 

(6) in so far as the German exporter, in accordance with German 
currency legislation, pays the German supplier of the export 
goods in foreign currency. In this case, the delivery obliga- 
tion falls on the supplier. 


§2. Without prejudice to the provisions of §1, the proportion of 
foreign currency to be surrendered will, in the case of goods for which 
the Foreign Trade Control organisations have hitherto fixed a higher 


percentage, be increased to that percentage until further notice. ~ 


7 3. Where a claim based on §1 is made for exemption from the 
obligation to surrender foreign currency, a note to this effect must 
be made on the export declaration accompanying the goods. When 
the claim is based on the provisions of § 1 (6), an accurate description 
of the German supplier and the kind and amount of the foreign 
currency paid to him must be given in addition. 


§4. These executive provisions enter into force simultaneously 
with the Order of 17th September, 1923. 





INTERNAL TAXES INCREASED. 
The internal taxes levied on sugar, salt and playing cards

In virtue of a Proclamation, dated lst October, and pub-

IMPORTATION, SALE AND PACKING OF 
QUININE. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Athens has forwarded 
translation of three Royal Decrees, regulating the sale, 
importation and packing of quinine in Greece. 

The Decrees of 19th April and 13th July, 1923, specify the 
quinine preparations which are supplied by the State for 
public use, and prohibit the importation, preparation or 
sale of quinine, plain or sugar-coated of any kind, or 
quinine in tubes or ‘‘ampoules,’’ containing less quinine salts 
than State quinine or of quinine prepared (packed up) in the 
same way or colour. Imported quinine tablets, plain or 
sugar-coated of any kind, must be of white colour, and the 
paper or glass tubes or bottles in which they are packed must 
bear an inscription showing the kind of quinine, the 
quantity of pure quinine salts contained in each tablet, 
plain or sugar-coated, and the name of the factory or manu- 
facturer. The Decree of 13th July also contains regula- 
tions for the disposal of imported quinine which does not 
conform to the provisions of the present, Decrees. 

The wholesale and retail prices of various qualities of 
State quinine are fixed at reduced rates by a Decree of 8th 
September.

IMPORTATION OF ARMS AND 
AMMUNITION. 

in Guatemala reports that the 
Regulations governing the importation of arms and ammu- 
nition into Guatemala have recently been moditied. The

MEXICO. 


PROHIBITION OF THE IMPORTATION OF 
OPIUM, ETC. 

H.M. Representative at Mexico City has forwarded trans- 
lation of a Presidential Decree, dated 23rd July, respecting 
the prohibition of the impertation of opium, eitc., into 
Mexico. 

The Decree prohibits the importation into Mexico of the 
following drugs, viz., opium and extracts thereof; cocaine, 
its salts and derivatives; heroin, its salts and derivatives ; 
and morphine, its salts and derivatives. As an exception, 
however, the Goverament may import these drugs, in 
accordance with the Regulations prescribed for the impor- 
tation of goods destined for the Ministries or for the 
subordinate offices of the Federal Government. 





POLAND. 
CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


With reference to previous notices under the above 
heading, H.M. Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that the surtaxes levied when Polish Customs duties are 
paid in paper currency have been increased as from 25th 
September by an Order published in the “ Polish Journal 
of Laws ” for 2st September.

EXPORT SURTAXES: 
MEASURES. 
Under existing Portuguese legislation relating to 
exchange control provision is made for the levy of special 


EXCHANGE 


surtaxes on all kinds of merchandise exported or re- 
exported from Portugal to foreign countries, except in 
‘vases where the exporter hands over to the Bank of 
Portugal, for the account of the State, at a fixed rate of 
exchange, a percentage of the foreign currency received 


in exchange for the goods exported. (See the issue of this 
‘* Journal ”’ for 5th October, 1922, page 388.) 


The amount of foreign currency to be handed over in 
order to avoid the levy of these special surtaxes, was 
increased frem 50 per cent. to 75 per cent. on 28th 
September last. 





RESTRICTIONS AND SURTAXES 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for 25th September 
contains a Decree (No. 9149) of the same date which 
modifies the existing export regime for agricultural and 
other products, and fixes a new schedule of export surtaxes 
for such goods. These surtaxes are payable in addition to 
the normal export duties provided for in the Customs 
Tariff, and are distinct from the export surtaxes levied 
as a means of securing the handing over of foreign curren- 
cies to the State. A summary translation of the Decree is 
given below :— 


EXPORT 


Art. 1.—The exportation from Continental Portugal of animals 
for food, of agricultural produce and products subsidiary thereto 
specified in the schedule annexed to this Decree (see below) shall be 
free or subject only to the restrictions prescribed in the second para- 
graph of this Article, but in addition to the export duties prescribed 
in the Customs Tariff (see the issue of this “‘ Journal” for 12th April 
last), the surtaxes fixed by the Minister of Agriculture on the advice 
of the Commission referred to in Art. 3 shall be paid. 


The export of animals for food, of potatoes, of olive oil, and of 
manures shall be subject to the following restrictions :— 


1. The export of animals for food to foreign countries is 
prohibited, and export to Portuguese Colonies may only be made 
by a licence granted by the Commission referred to in Art. 3. 


The export of potatoes from April to June is unrestricted ; 
from July to March it will be subject to the permission of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, issued on the advice of the Commission 


3. Olive oil may only be exported to Portuguese Colonies 
and Brazil and when its ac idity is less than 1 deg. 


4. The export of manures is subject to the permission of the 
Minister of Agriculture, issued on the advice of the Commission 
referred to above. 


The goods mentioned in this article (excepting olive oil) when 
ex ported to Portuguese Colonies or destined for victualling foreign 
ships, up to the next port of call, will pay only half the prescribed 
surtaxes. 


3. Synthetic nitrogenous manures produced in Portugal and 
goods destined for the maintenance of crews and passengers of 
Portuguese ships will be exempt from payment of surtax. 


Art. 2. The export of breadmaking cereals and flours thereof, 
and of rice, is prohibited. 


Art. 3. A Commission (entitled the Commission for Regulating 
the Export of Agricultural Products) consisting of the Director 
General of Agricultural Commerce, who will preside, the Commissary 
General of Supplies, the Director of Military Stores, one representa- 
tive of the Central Association of Portuguese Agriculture, one of the 
Commercial Association of Lisbon, and one of the Lisbon Co- 
operative Societies and of the chief of the Division ef Internal 
Commerce {as secretary) will advise the Minister of Agriculture as to 
the measures to be adopted regarding the issue of licences to export 
from the country the goods covered by this Decree. They will also, 
every three months, revise the export surtaxes, and recommend to 
the Minister such alterations as are necessary, taking into account 
the needs of consumers and the variation of the exchange. 


Arts. 4 and 5 (deal with the allocation of the money resulting from 
the levy of these export surtaxes). 
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Art. 6. This Decree enters into force immediately and revokes 
Decree No. 7500 of 17 May, 1921 (see the issue of this “Journal” 
for 9th June, 1921), and any others to the contrary.

CONVERSION OF AD VALOREM DUTIES 
INTO SPECIFIC RATES. 

Attention is directed to the fact that the Spanish Royal 
Decree of 12th June, providing for the conversion of the ad 
valorem duties of the Spanish Customs Tariff into specific 
rates (see pages 748-50 of the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’”’ for 
2ist June last), is now fully applicable to goods‘of United 
Kingdom manufacture on importation into Spain. 

United Kingdom goods of the kinds specified in the Decree 
are therefore subject to duty, on importation into Spain, 
at the rate shown in the ‘‘ Second Tariff ’’ or ‘* Conven- 
tional ’’ column in the notice above referred to, whichever 
is the lower.
